To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Caterham  and 
Warlingham  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Oentleraen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1969,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1/70. 

The  health  of  the  district  remains  good  and  the  vital 
statistics  compare  favourably  ifirith  those  of  the  country  as  a Virhole. 

This  is  ray  twelfth  Report  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  it  is  interesting  to  compare  the  incidence  of  certain  diseases  over 
this  period.  The  incidence  of  acute  poliomyelitis  has  fallen  from  five 
cases  a year  to  none,  due  to  the  success  of  vaccination.  The  incidence 
of  tuberculosis  has  fallen  from  22  cases  a year  to  9>  due  to  B.C.G. 
vaccination,  antibiotic  drugs,  and  mass  X-ray  for  early  diagnosis.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  number  of  cases  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  v^hich  cannot 
be  prevented  by  vaccination  or  drugs,  has  remained  high,  rising  from 
13  to  15.  The  most  effective  way  of  lowering  the  incidence  of  this 
condition  is  the  lowering  of  the  incidence  of  cigarette  smoking. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  advice  and  support  throughout 
the  year,  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their 
efficiency  and  helpfulness  at  all  times.

During  the  year  508  live  births  v/ere  registered,  being  18  less 
than  last  year's  total.  The  rate  per  thousand  home  population  was  13«2 
comparing  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  16. 3* 


DEATHS. 

During  the  year  422  deaths  were  registered,  this  being  47  more 
than  the  figure  for  1968,  the  rate  per  thousand  home  population  being  10.8. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.9*  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  20 

compared  with  the  figure  of  18  for  England  and  Wales.  The  list  of  deaths,

The  number  of  deaths  from  maglignant  neoplasms  during  1969  was  80, 
which  is  the  highest  number  ever  recorded  in  this  District.  The  rate  per 
1,000  population  is  2.12  which  is  just  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
of  2.35»  23.^  of  local  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus, 

an  increase  of  6.9^  over  the  1968  figure,  giving  a rate  per  1,000  population 
of  0.50  compared  with  a rate  of  O.6I  for  England  and  Wales,  This  is  to  a 
large  extent  a preventable  condition  as  it  has  been  shown  to  be  associated 
with  prolonged  and  heavy  cigarette  smoking. 

Those  v/ho  find  they  cannot  give  up  smoking  should  have  a yearly 
chest  X-ray  taken.  The  facilities  available  for  this  are  given  on  page  12 
of  this  report  and  anyone  over  I6  years  of  age  can  attend.  The  mental 
relief  of  a negative  diagnosis  is  very  considerable  but  if  some  chest 
condition  is  present,  treatment  at  an  early  stage  has  the  best  chance  of 
being  successful. 

The  main  sites  of  fatal  cancer,  together  with  sex  and  age 
distribution,  are  shown  in  the  table  of  deaths  on  pages  6 and  7«

DISEASES  A&AINST  YfflICH  IMMUNISATION  IS  AVAILABLE 


Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the 
District  during  1969*  The  Sabin  oral  vaccine  was  introduced  in  February  1962 
and  has  the  great  advantage  that  it  prevents  the  carrier  state  as  well  as  giving 
protection  against  the  disease.  Primary  vaccination  against  this  disease  is 
now  carried  out  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twelve  months,  with  reinforcing 
protection  at  five  years  and  again  at  fifteen  years  of  age. 

During  1969^  353  persons  of  sixteen  years  of  age  or  younger  were 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  and  748  were  given  reinforcing  protection. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  seventeenth  year  in  succession  the  District  was  free  from 
this  disease.  Primary  immunisation  is  carried  out  between  the  ages  of  six  and 
twelve  months,  and  a booster  dose  is  given  at  five  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  who  received  immunisation  against  diphtheria 
during  the  year  is  as  follows:-

Whooping  Cough. 

Only  three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  during  1969. 
Immunisation  is  carried  out  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twelve  months,  and 
285  children  received  protection  against  this  disease  during  the  year;  58 
children  received  reinforcing  doses. 

Tetanus . 

No  cases  of  tetanus  were  notified  during  1969.  Parents  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  immunisation  scheme,  however,  and  all  persons  immunised  should 
have  readily  available  an  accmate  record  of  immunisation  so  that,  in  the  event 
of  an  injury,  the  correct  type  of  vaccine  or  serum  can  be  administered.  Primary 
immunisation  is  carried  out  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twelve  months,  with 
reinforcing  doses  at  five  years  and  fifteen  years  of  age.

Measles. 


The  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year  was  129 
following  71  cases  notified  in  1968;  there  were  no  deaths.  Dtiring  1968 
vaccination  against  measles  was  made  available  to  all  children  who  had  not  been 
protected  either  by  previous  vaccination  or  by  an  attack  of  the  natiiral  disease. 
Vaccination  is  carried  out  early  in  the  second  year  of  life.

Smallpox. 

The  necessity  for  obtaining  and  maintaining  protection  against  this 
disease  has  been  stressed  by  the  outbreaks  that  have  occurred  in  previous  years 
in  various  party  of  the  country.  Primary  vaccination  is  carried  out  at 
fourteen  months  of  age,  and  re-vaccination  is  given  at  five  years  and  at 
fifteen  years  of  age. 
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The  following  figures  show  the  numbers  of  vaccinations  and  re- 
vaccinations  carried  out  in  1969  in  respect  of  persons  under  sixteen 
years  of  age:-

Paratyphoid  Fever. 

One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever,  contracted  in  Teneriffe,  occurred 


Tuberculosis. 

Six  cases  of  pulmonary  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  during  the  year.  Two  deaths  occurred,  one  from  pulmonary  and 
one  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  in  England  and  Wales  was  0*037  per  1,000  population. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  following  numbers  of  cases  were 
suffering  from  the  disease  and  living  in  the  District,  the  total  being  ten 
less  than  in  the  previous  year.

A weekly  session  for  patients  is  held  at  the  Pur  ley  & District  War 
Memorial  Hospital,  Brighton  Road,  Pur ley,  (Ol  660  0177)  on  Wednesday  mornings 
from  9.30  a.m.  to  12,30  p.m. 

The  Mobile  Chest  X-ray  Service  visits  the  Council  Offices,  Caterham, 
every  Tuesday  between  the  hours  of  4*30  p.m.  and  5.0  p.m.,  and  anyone  over 
sixteen  years  of  age  can  attend  for  X-ray  examination.  The  Unit  also  visits 
neighbouring  districts,  as  under :- 

Banstead : Central  Library  Tuesdays:  7*30  p.m.  to 

Bolters  Lane  8.30  p.m, 

Pmley;  Yifar  Memorial  Hospital,  Wednesdays:  6,30  to 

Brighton  Road  7.30  p.m. 

During  the  year,  the  tota^  nimiber  of  persons  who  attended  the  Unit  in 
Caterham  for  X-ray,  based  on  a IQffo  sample  survey  was  1,393*  In  addition  the  unit 
visited  St.  Lawrence's  Hospital  where  692  patients  and  staff  were  also  X-rayed. 

In  April  1970  the  area  of  the  Unit  based  at  Worcester  Park  was  extended 
to  include  West  Sussex  and  also  additional  weekly  sessions  were  arranged  in 
neighbouring  Districts,  necessitating  the  cessation  of  public  sessions  and  of 
visits  to  factories.  It  is  important  to  emphasise  that  any  member  of  the  public 
can  still  visit  the  X-ray  Unit  without  a previous  appointment  from  their  own  doctor.

Care  Committee. 

The  social  aspect  of  tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  of  the  chest  and 
heart  is  important  both  in  the  treatment  and  care  of  these  conditions,  and 
since  1965  the  Caterham  and  Warlingham  Care  Committee  have  been  active  as  the 
local  Committee  for  voluntary  care  work  among  patients  with  these  diseases. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  has  progressed  satisfactorily  and  all  cases 
referred  by  doctors  and  other  statutory  and  voluntary  workers  have  been 
carefully  considered,  and  help  given  in  appropriate  cases.  The  increase  in 
the  payment  of  extra  nourishment  grants  was  maintained  during  the  year  and 
indicates  the  extent  to  which  the  Committee  have  continued  their  help.  If 
this  standard  is  to  be  continued,  however,  it  will  be  necessary  for  their 
income  to  be  effectively  increased  by  voluntary  contributions  in  the  future. 


DISEASES  AGAINST  WHICH  IMMUMSATION  IS  NOT  AVAILABLE. 

Scarlet  Fever. 


Only  five  notifications  of  scarlet  fever  were  received  during  the 
year;  the  disease  was  of  a mild  type. 


Dysentery. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  of  which  twenty  cases 
occurred  at  St.  Lawrence’s  Hospital,  Caterham. 


Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  1969.  One  case  was  due 
to  salmonella  -typhimurium  and  the  other  two  cases  were  due  to  salmonella 
enteritidis. 


Hand  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two  cases  of  the  rare  condition  of 
Hand  Foot  and  Mouth  disease  occurred  during  1969.  The  disease  was  mild  and 
characterised  by  blisters  on  the  hands  and  buttocks.  Coxsackie  A.  I6  virus 
was  identified  by  complement  fixation  in  each  case.

The  old  people’s  clubs  have  done  an  outstanding  service  in  giving  old 
people  an  interest  in  life  and  a feeling  that  they  are  still  valued  but  some 
old  people  do  not  like  a club  atmosphere  and  there  are  all  too  many  too  frail 
to  join  in  the  club  activities.  Health  Centres  for  the  Elderly  can  give  mary 
of  these  old  people  a new  lease  of  life,  as  well  as  being  of  value  to  those 
well  enough  to  attend  clubs,  and  our  three  Centres  in  the  District  are  meeting 
this  need.  The  Old  People's  Welfare  Association  and  the  V/omen's  Royal 
Voluntaiy  Service  play  an  essential  part  in  these  Centres. 


The  staff  consists  of  a team  of  voluntary  workers,  health  visitors, 
and  a physiotherapist.  A medical  officer  does  not  attend;  the  general 
practitioners  regard  the  health  visitors  as  acting  almoners  on  their  behalf. 
Advice  on  health  matters  including  diet  is  given,  welfare  foods  are  sold,  and 

physiotherapy  is  carried  out.  The  effects  of  an  improved  diet  and  vitamin 

supplements  and  the  gentle  physiotherapy  exercises  are  very  noticeable.  At 
first  the  old  people  often  look  dull  and  ill  - many  have  not  been  out  of  doors 
for  weeks;  they  come  in  using  walking  sticks  and  are  so  tottery  that  they 

have  to  be  helped  to  get  up  from  their  chairs,  but  after  only  a few  weeks  the 

improvement  is  quite  remarkable.

The  handicapped,  especially  handicapped  old  people,  are  a special 
problem;  they  are  confined  to  home  and  have  gradually  lost  all  their  interests 
and  friends.  To  meet  their  need  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  continue 
to  run  the  Day  Centre  in  the  Scouts  Hut,  Codstone  Road,  Caterham  Valley,  in 
co-operation  with  the  Caterham  and  District  OldPeople's  Welfare  Association. 
Handicapped  old  people  are  taken  by  car  to  the  Centre  at  about  11  a.m.  and 
there  they  get  coffee,  lunch  and  tea,  and  are  taken  home  again  in  the  evening. 
This  relieves  their  relatives  for  the  day,  but  of  course  the  outstanding 
benefit  is  to  the  old  people  themselves;  they  feel  they  are  back  in  the 
community  again.  They  get  companionship  from  the  other  old  people  and 
affectionate  support  from  the  volionteers.  They  have  sing-songs,  play  cards, 
play  dominoes,  knit,  or  do  anything  else  they  fancy.  The  Day  Centre  is  open 
on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  of  each  week. 


Pl:ysiotherapy  is  provided  and  the  results  have  been  outstanding. 

The  physical  condition  as  well  as  the  mental  condition  of  all  the  old  people 
has  improved  greatly.  A chiropodist  attends  one  afternoon  a month  on 
Thxjrsdays. 

Many  of  the  old  people  now  attending  this  Centre  had  not  been  out 
of  their  houses  for  years  before  the  Centre  was  opened,  and  felt  unwanted. 
Their  lives  have  been  renewed  for  them  by  this  Centre  and  I cannot  speak  too 
highly  of  the  good  work  it  has  done. 

In  addition,  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  run  a Lunch  Club 
every  Y'ednesday  at  the  Centre,  for  able-bodied  persons  over  the  age  of  65 
years  living  alone.  Here  a first  class  meal  can  be  purchased  in  congenial 
company  at  a cost  of  3/“>  in  many  cases  these  old  folk  have  a cooked  meal 
that  they  would  not  bother  to  prepare  at  home.  This  ventiare  has  proved  a 
great  success  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  sufficient  support  will  be 
forthcoming  for  this  service  to  expand  to  other  areas  in  the  District.

WATER  SUPPLY, 


The  relevant  particulars  relating  to  the  water  supply  of  the 
District  are  as  under 

(a)  The  supply,  which  is  obtained  from  the  East  Surrey  Water 
Company,  was  satisfactory  at  all  times  in  respect  of  quality 
and  quantity.  Treatment  of  the  water  includes  softening  and 
chlorination, 

(b)  Systematic  sampling  for  bacteriological  examination  of  the 
water  going  into  supply,  in  association  with  other  Districts 
which  are  supplied  by  the  same  Company,  is  undertaken.  Three 
routine  samples  taken  in  1969  were  satisfactory. 

(c)  The  nijmber  cf  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains 

direct  to  the  houses  is  the  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in 
the  District,  and  is  estimated  at  10,600.  The  population 

supplied  is  37^6^2. 

No  houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 

(d)  The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  sample  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  in  1969  was  0.26  p.p.m. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  supplied  the 
Department  ?/ith  monthly  reports  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  treated  water.

SWIMMING  BATHS, 

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District.  There  are  two 
swimming  baths  attached  to  private  schools  in  the  District  and  three  small 
baths,  under  the  control  of  the  local  Education  Authority,  at  schools  in 
Caterham  Hill,  V/hyteleafe  and  Woldingham.  In  addition,  there  is  a swimming 
bath  owned  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence  situated  in  the  Caterham  Barracks, which 
is  used  extensively  by  local  schools  and  other  local  organisations. 

Regular  visits  are  made  by  the  Council's  inspectors  to  these  baths 
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to  ensure  that  they  are  satisfactorily  maintained  and  operated.  Chlorine 
and  pH  checks  are  made  regularly,  and  five  samples  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  during  the  coiirse  of  the  year.  All  baths 
are  provided  with  continuous  filtration  and  automatic  chlorination  plants. 


SEWERA&E. 

Apart  from  V/oldingham,  and  small  isolated  areas,  the  whole  of  the 
District  is  now  reasonably  adequately  sewered  and  satisfactory  arrangements 
exist  for  the  disposal  of  sewage. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  desirability  of  sewering  the 
V/oldingham  area,  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  now  preparing  a scheme 
which  will  be  presented  to  the  Council  in  due  course. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

To  assist  in  the  early  and  correct  diagnosis  of  certain  diseases, 
specimens  are  collected  by  this  department  at  the  request  of  local  doctors 
and  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  V/est  Park  Hospital,  Epsom.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Caterham 

and  Warlinghara  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  last  annual  report  following 
upon  my  retirement.  I am  both  sorry  and  pleased  to  leave  the  service  of 
the  Council,  sorry  to  relinquish  my  close  and  long  association,  but  relieved 
to  think  that  I shall  not  be  caught  up  in  local  government  reorganisation 
with  the  present  prospect  of  serving  an  emasculated  Council  subject  to  remote 
control  and  possibly  under  circumstances  which  might  tend  to  jeopardise  the 
close  and  satisfactory  relations  that  exist  between  members  of  the  public  and 
officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

During  my  32  years  with  the  Council  I have  witnessed  many  changes 
for  the  better  in  the  District,  in  particular  a marked  improvement  in 
standards  of  hygiene  and  the  environment,  together  with  a drastic  reduction 
in  the  incidence  of  the  more  common  infectious  and  contagious  diseases;  it 
is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  the  full  benefit  of  an  improved  environment 
has  been  offset  to  some  extent  by  the  strains  and  stresses  of  our  present  way 
of  life  which  have  been  accepted  in  order  to  satisfy  our  increasing  demand 
for  change  and  for  the  material  things  of  life. 

In  the  field  of  housing,  I am  pleased  to  have  played  a part  in  the 
elimination  of  those  houses  in  the  District  which  called  for  demolition;  it 
now  remains  for  ccatinucsi  action  to  be  taken  to  preserve  the  existing  housing 
stocks  by  ensuring  their  maintenance,  repair  and  improvement. 

Unlike  many  areas,  we  are  fortunate  in  that  we  are  not  acutely 
affected  by  problems  of  noise  and  pollution  of  the  environment,  and  if  there 
are  pressing  public  health  priorities  these  can  be  related  to  the  provision 
of  main  drainage  for  those  houses  still  drained  to  cesspools  and  the 
provision  of  more  houses  for  tenanted  occupation.  Whilst  progress  in 
extending  main  drainage  to  the  unsewered  parts  of  the  District  is  assured, 
it  is  difficult  to  visualise  any  great  inroads  being  made  into  the  problem 
of  abating  the  demands  on  the  Council  for  rented  accommodation,  having 
regard  to  the  absence  of  available  building  land  within  the  Green  Belt, 
coupled  with  the  present  high  building  costs  and  interest  rates. 

One  has  reason  to  deplore  our  present  wasteful  society  which  is 
bent  on  the  exploitation  of  the  earth's  resources  and  manpower  for  its 
immediate  and  temporary  needs,  without  any  thought  for  the  conservation  of 
materials  to  meet  the  needs  of  future  and  perhaps  wiser  generations, 
following  as  it  does  upon  the  discarding  of  unwanted  and  reclaimable  materials 
which  are  consigned  to  tips  throughout  the  country  on  the  score  that  salvage 
is  not  an  economic  proposition  worthy  of  consideration  in  these  days  of  the 
affluent  society. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  many  members  of  the  Council  who  have 
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treated  me  with  forbearance  and  understanding,  to  the  assistance  and 
co-operation  extended  to  me  by  the  Officers  of  the  Council,  in  particular  to 
Dr.  Norwood,  and  the  efficient  and  conscientious  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  to  whom  I have  been  indebted  for  their  loyalty  and 
support .

The  following  figures  supplied  by  the  Housing  Manager  show  an 
increasing  unsatisfied  demand  for  rented  accommodation.  The  prevailing 
high  interest  rates,  rising  costs  of  houses  and  lack  of  building  sites 
adversely  affect  the  situation.  With  the  virtual  elimination  of  most  of 
the  worst  of  the  unsatisfactory  properties,  the  Council  are  no  longer  in  a 
position  to  offset  the  demand,  as  has  been  done  in  the  past,  by  acquiring 
sites  for  redevelopment  following  upon  the  declaration  of  clearance  areas 
and  the  aquisition  of  sites  occupied  by  sub-standard  properties.

Slum  Clearance. 

By  the  end  of  I969  there  remained  five  properties  to  be  demolished 
to  complete  the  Council's  slum  clearance  programme,  four  of  which  have  been 
acquired  by  the  Council  on  a site  which  is  being  re-developed.  Demolition 
of  these  remaining  houses  is  expected  to  be  completed  during  1970. 

The  original  list  of  houses  included  in  the  programme  in  1954 
comprised  I50  dwellings,  to  which  was  subsequently  added  13  additional 
properties.  The  action  taken  to  implement  this  programme  is  reflected 
in  the  figures  given  overleaf: -

The  remaining  house  included  in  the  programme  is  in  a derelict 
condition  but  no  action  is  proposed  at  the  present  time  to  secure  the 
demolition  of  this  property  since  it  gives  a measure  of  support  to  the  flank 
wall  of  the  adjoining  cottage  and  redevelopment  of  the  site  and  adjoining  land 
is  under  consideration. 

The  deterioration  of  tenanted  properties  which  was  allowed  to  occur 
in  previous  years  has  been  largely  arrested,  due  in  part  to  the  increase  in 
prosperity  enabling  tenants  to  undertake  repairs  and  improvements  for  their  own 
comfort,  and  to  the  increasing  sale  of  tenanted  properties  to  owner  occupiers 
coupled  with  the  availability  of  grants  for  improvement.  The  introduction  of 
the  Housing  Act  1969  with  improved  grant  facilities  and  the  inducement  given 
to  landlords  to  improve  and  repair  their  properties  in  order  to  obtain  a 
qualification  certificate  entitling  them  to  increased  rents,  are  factors 
calculated  to  accelerate  the  preservation  and  maintenance  of  our  present  housing 
stock. 


Demolition  or  closure  of  further  properties  in  the  District  might  be 
said  to  be  limited  as  far  as  can  be  foreseen  to  dealing  with  the  odd  individual 
dwelling  which  may  be  found  on  inspection  to  fall  short  of  the  required 
standard.

No  licence  was  re-issued  in  19^9  in  respect  of  Court  Farm  Caravan  Site, 
which  expired  in  I968.  The  renewal  of  the  licence  for  this  site  was  deferred 
pending  consideration  of  an  application  made  by  the  owner  for  the  permanent  use 
of  the  whole  site,  which  was  subsequently  refused  by  the  Planning  Authority, 

Subject  to  agreement  for  the  discontinuance  of  that  part  of  the  site 
to  which  existing  use  rights  apply,  it  is  now  proposed  to  grant  temporary 
permission  for  the  whole  of  the  site  for  a period  of  ten  years,  with  conditions 
providing  for  the  mn— down  of  caravans  by  natural  wastage,  commencing  at  the 
end  of  the  seventh  year  of  the  ten  year  period. 

Similarly,  no  licence  was  issued  during  I969  for  the  Batts  Farm  site. 
The  present  operators  of  the  site  were  using  the  main  part  of  the  site  for  other 
purposes  for  which  planning  permission  had  not  been  obtained  and  they  were 
expected  to  vacate  and  relinquish  the  control  of  the  site  in  favour  of  the  owner 
of  the  land. 


SCHOOLS. 


All  schools  in  the  District  are  provided  with  a public  water 
supply  and  water  carriage  system  of  drainage.

89  premises  were  visited  by  an  emptier  twelve  or  more  times  during 

the  year. 


As  may  be  expected  with  additional  building  development  in  the 
unsewered  areas,  coupled  with  the  greater  use  of  water,  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  loads  of  sewage  removed  from  cesspools  as  against  the  figure 
for  1968. 


The  Council  have  made  provision  in  the  estimates  for  the  sewering  of 
Woldingham,  where  upwards  of  6OO  cesspools  are  located;  in  addition,  provision 
has  been  made  to  extend  main  drainage  to  a group  of  properties  in  Westhall  Road, 
Warlingham  and  in  Church  Road,  Whyteleafe. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Council  approved  a scheme  submitted 
by  Work  study  consultants  recommending  that  cesspool  emptying  be  undertaken  by 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  conjunction  with  street  gully  cleansing,  with  the 
object  of  effecting  economies  in  the  use  of  plant  and  labour. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  will  continue  to  be  responsible  for  taking 
action  to  secure  the  satisfactory  maintenance  of  cesspool  drainage  systems  and 
for  dealing  with  choked  drains. 


(b)  Collection  and  Disposeil  of  Refuse. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  undertaken  weekly  by  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  using  five  compression  type  vehicles,  each  of  ^0  yards 
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rapacity  and  two  barrier  loaders.  More  frequent  collections  are  made  of 
certain  offensive  types  of  trade  refuse  and  special  provision  is  also  made 
for  the  collection  of  the  more  cumbersome  forms  of  household  effects. 
Householders  are  also  invited  to  dump  their  waste  materials  on  a site  provided 
for  this  purpose  at  the  Council’s  Chaldon  Road  Depot. 

The  refuse,  after  being  tipped  into  the  vehicle,  either  direct  from 
dustbins  or  from  light  aluminium  skips,  is  then  transported  to  the  controlled 
tipping  site  shared  v/ith  Godstone  R.D.C,,  some  3^  miles  from  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  urban  district. 

Negotiations  have  been  concluded  with  two  other  local  authorities 
for  tipping  rights  over  a further  site  within  the  Godstone  district  which  is 
expected,  with  the  present  tip  in  use,  to  meet  the  Council's  requirements  for 
a period  of  up  to  six  years. 


(c)  Refuse  storage. 

Action  was  taken  to  secure  the  provision  of  suitable  receptacles  at 
only  four  dwelling  houses  where  accommodation  for  refuse  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  or  absent.

The  frozen  foods  surrendered  for  destruction  resulted  mainly  from 
plant  refrigeration  failures,  and  since  this  involves  a loss  in  weight  and  quality 
of  the  food  once  defrosted,  it  is  accepted  by  the  trade  as  being  unmarketable. 


Food  Complaints. 

Twenty-eight  complaints  were  investigated  during  the  course  of  the 
year,  nineteen  of  which  were  found  to  be  justified.  The  complaints  followed 
very  much  the  same  pattern  as  in  previous  years;  there  were  eleven  cases 
involving  food  sold  in  an  unsound  condition  due  to  the  formation  of  moulds, 
incipient  decomposition  and  insect  attack,  four  arising  from  the  presence  of 
extraneous  matter  and  two  where  the  nature  or  quality  of  the  food  was  not 
regarded  as  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  policy  of  giving  a warning  in  respect  of  first  offences  continues 
to  be  followed,  with  justification,  since  only  on  rare  occasions  has  it  been 
necessary  to  follow  up  any  such  warning  with  a prosecution  for  a second  offence. 

In  two  instances  where  sausages  and  tinned  salmon  were  thought  by  the 
complainants  to  be  responsible  for  symptoms  of  illness,  bacteriological 
examinations  ruled  out  both  foods  as  the  causative  agent. 

Of  five  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  confirmation  of 
unsoundness,  the  unfitness  of  the  food  was  confirmed  in  three  cases  and  in  the 
other  two  cases,  alleged  to  contain  extraneous  matter  or  foreign  bodies, 
evidence  to  the  contrary  was  produced.  One  of  these  was  concerned  with  the 
presence  of  two  slugs,  found  after  pouring  milk  into  a saucepan;  the  complainant 
presumed  that  these  were  present  in  a bottle  of  pasteurised  milk  emptied  into 
the  saucepan,  but  the  Public  Analyst  reported  that  there  was  no  evidence  that 
the  slugs  had  been  subjected  to  heat  treatment  at  the  time  the  milk  was 
processed  and  bottled. 

Some  concern  has  been  expressed  at  the  practice  followed  at  some 
shops  in  allowing  the  wholesaler’s  vanman,  when  replacing  fresh  goods  for  old, 
to  accept  the  return  of  the  old  stock.  If  strict  precautions  are  not  observed 
in  the  van  there  is  the  possibility  of  the  fresh  stock  becoming  mixed  with  the 
returned  stock,  and  there  had  been  reason  to  suspect  on  more  than  one  occasion 
in  connection  with  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  food  that  the  vanman  has  not 
been  above  delivering  stock  returned  from  one  shop  to  another. 


Milk.

(General)  Regulations,  1959 1 as  selling  milk  at  or  from  24  premises  within  the 
District .

Ice-cream. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  83  premises  in  the  Urban  District 
registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  including  one  premise  also  registered 
for  the  manufacture  of  this  commodity. 

Six  ice-cream  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  and  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 
With  modern  methods  of  manufacture  and  control  and  improvements  in  handling 
and  keeping  techniques,  there  is  now  less  need  for  the  frequent  sampling  of 
ice-cream,  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Six  ice-cream  samples,  including  two  ’’dairy”  ice-cream,  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  quality  test,  proved  satisfactory. 

Ice-cream  must  contain  not  less  than  5°'^  fat  and  solids  and  where 
prefixed  by  the  words  ’’Cornish”  or  ’’dairy”  the  ^/o  fat  content  must  be  derived 
from  milk.

Of  the  104  samples  taken  for  analysis  six,  or  5.8%  of  the  total  were 
found  to  be  irregular  as  against  7*8%  for  the  year  1968, 
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Referring  to  the  irregular  samples. 

The  most  common  failure  met  v^ith  today  involves  neglect  to  conform 
to  the  statutory  labelling  requirements.  Three  of  the  samples  reported 
upon  on  the  preceding  page  as  irregular  failed  in  this  respect  and  the  firms 
concerned  were  required  to  revise  the  labelling  of  the  products  affected. 

The  sample  of  steak  and  vegetables  proved  to  be  deficient  in  meat 
content  to  the  minor  extent  of  Information  obtained  indicated  that 

this  product  had  been  sampled  by  other  food  and  drugs  authorities  with 
satisfactory  results;  it  was  accepted  that  the  sample  analysed  was  not  truly 
representative  of  the  normal  run  of  the  product. 

jArising  from  the  purchase  of  an  informal  sample  of  pork  sausages 
which  were  found  to  be  22%  deficient  in  meat,  a formal  sample  was  subsequently 
purchased  which  was  found  to  be  1^  deficient  in  meat.  The  firm  of  butchers 
concerned  were  prosecuted  under  the  Sausage  and  Other  Meat  Regulations,  196? 
and  were  fined  £20  with  costs  of  £12.

Continual  advances  are  being  made  in  food  packing  and  preservation 
techniques  and  the  general  use  of  refrigerated  cabinets  in  food  shops  enables 
quality  foods  to  be  preserved  and  sold  in  prime  condition,  provided  strict 
rotation  of  stock  is  observed  and  the  refrigeration  units  are  properly  operated. 

Little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  dealing  with  the  various  matters 
calling  for  attention  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  which,  on  the  whole, 
were  well  observed  by  shopkeepers  and  itinerant  vendors. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  in  the  District.

The  work  of  dealing  vfith  infestations  by  rats  and  mice  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  ilct,  1949*  The  year's 
work  is  summarised  hereunder

The  cost  of  disinfestation  is  recovered  where  carried  out  at  premises 
other  than  private  dwellings. 

A rat  infestation  of  a major  character  was  encountered  during  the  year 
at  an  industrial  tip;  baits  xvere  laid  at  140  points  and  treatment  over  a period 
of  four  weeks  proved  very  successful. 

In  common  with  other  districts,  increasing  difficulty  is  being 
experienced  over  the  control  of  mice,  although  in  this  area  there  is  no  evidence 
to  suspect  that  nice  are  developing  immunity  against  the  current  poisons 
available.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  are  aware  of  the 
position  and  are  hoping  to  introduce  alternative  and  more  effective  forms  of 
poisoning  to  meet  the  situation. 

fflISE  i3ATEMNT. 

Only  eight  complaints  of  noise  were  received  and  six  of  these  were 
confined  to  noise  affecting  individual  residents,  arising  from  activities  by 
their  next  door  neighbours. 

One  complaint  was  received  of  noise  emanating  from  a fair,  after  it 
had  left  the  site. 

A complaint  of  noise  from  a launderette  and  dry  cleaning  establishment 
was  found  to  arise  from  the  water  circulatory  system,  v^hich  was  satisfactorily 
remedied. 


CLB/UT  IJR, 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1956,  together  with  the  Clean  Air  Acts  1956  and 
1968  give  a measure  of  control  over  emission  of  smoke,  soot,  ash,  grit,  dust  and 
effluvia. 


There  was  little  cause  for  complaint  regarding  atmospheric  pollution  in 
the  District,  apart  from  the  effects  arising  from  the  burning  of  bonfires,  where  in 
a number  of  cases  the  inspectors  thought  it  fit  to  intervene  on  behalf  of  the 
complainants. 

A recurrence  of  complaints  arose  during  the  fore  part  of  the  year 
concerning  the  emission  of  smoke  from  bonfires  on  an  isolated  site  in  the  District 
used  by  scrap  metal  dealers  for  the  reclamation  of  metal  from  vehicles  and  cables. 
Although  there  'was  no  evidence  that  a statutory  nuisance  was  being  caused,  it  was 
thoug'ht  advisable  to  issue  v/arnings  advising  the  discontinuance  of  the  burning  of 
large  accumulations  of  combustible  material  at  any  one  time  and  to  exclude  the 
burning  of  rubber  and  tar  compounds,  which  were  most  likely  to  give  rise  to 
complaint. 


La,ter  in  the  year,  with  the  coming  into  force  of  further  provisions  of 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  the  Council's  powers  were  extended  to  deal  with  dark 
smoke  emitted  from  bonfires  on  industrial  and  trade  premises  of  a prescribed 
density.  So  far  there  has  been  no  occasion  to  take  enforcement  action  under 
this  new  power  in  respect  of  the  above  site.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 , 

Standards  under  the  Act  remain  at  a reasonably  high  level  and  this  might 
account  in  some  measure  for  the  absence  of  complaints  by  employees  regarding 
unsatisfactory  working  conditions.  On  the  other  hand,  especially  in  the  smaller 

businesses,  it  would  appear  that  few  of  the  employees  are  conversant  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  covering  their  welfare,  which  can  be  readily  ascertained  from 
the  Abstracts  of  the  Act  required  to  be  kept  on  the  premises  for  their  information. 
This  applies  to  a lesser  extent  to  employers  who  are  inclined  to  neglect  attention 
to  the  more  minor  requirements  of  the  Act,  which  indicates  the  necessity  for 
regular  inspections  to  be  carried  out. 

Two  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year,  neither  of  which  could  be 
attributed  to  neglect  on  the  employer’s  part.  Although  in  the  past  it  was 
considered  that  some  employers  were  failing  in  their  duty  to  notify  accidents  to 
the  Council,  enquiries  made  during  the  year  revealed  no  evidence  to  support  this 
contention;  however  such  enquiries  serve  to  remind  employers  of  their 
obligations  in  this  respect  which  could  be  overlooked. 

The  occasional  failure  of  employers  to  register  premises  on  employing 
staff  continues  to  occur. 

During  the  year  the  Hoists  and  Lifts  Regulations,  1968,  came  into  force 
which  resulted  in  the  larger  firms  arranging  for  their  lifts  to  be  inspected  at 
regular  intervals  by  specialist  firms  who,  on  being  satisfied  on  their  condition, 
issue  certificates  of  safety  applying  thereto. 

A detailed  or  general  inspection  of  the  majority  of  premises  is 
carried  out  once  yearly.  Any  infringements  found  are  recorded,  resulting  in 
additional  inspections  being  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Act. 

A good  relationship  between  the  Council  Inspectors  and  occupiers  has 
been  established  and  no  parti cnliir  pi-obloras  of  any  importance  arose  in  connection 
wi  til  th^  admi  ni  «ti*ati  r>n  of  the  Act.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1931. 


Three  applications  were  received  in  respect  of  premises  where 
satisfactory  provision  was  made  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and 
licences  were  granted  in  each  case. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963. 

Two  licences  were  granted  during  the  year,  both  being  renewals 
relating  to  establishments  which  are  satisfactorily  conducted,  one  in  respect  of 
the  boarding  of  65  dogs  and  ^0  cats  and  the  other  for  boarding  50  cats. 


RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1964. 

There  are  three  establishments  in  the  District  to  which  the  Act  applies 
and  licences  were  granted  in  respect  of  all  three,  following  satisfactory  reports 
from  the  Council's  Veterinary  Officer. 

Two  establishments  previously  licensed  closed  down  at  the  end  of  I968, 


SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964. 

Three  applications  for  registration  as  scrap  metal  dealers  were 
received  during  the  year.  The  number  of  dealers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  six.  Registration  is  valid  for  a period  of  three  years  from  the 
date  of  registration. 


DISINFESTATION. 

Nine  premises  were  treated  during  the  year  for  various  infestations 
by  insect  pests,  including  three  infestations  by  fleas  which  in  each  case  was 
due  to  neglect  by  occupiers  who  kept  animals.

The  destruction  of  wasps  is  only  undertaken  by  the  department  where 
undue  difficulty  is  experienced  in  dealing  with  such  infestations  or  where 
members  of  the  general  public  are  seriously  inconvenienced.  Residents 
reporting  wasps'  nests  are  advised  on  the  treatment  to  follow  and  are  also 
referred  to  a private  individual  who  is  prepared  to  deal  v/ith  such  infestations 
on  the  payment  of  a fee. 
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
